disadvantages. The element of time, 
the necessity for great skill on the part 
of the operators, the possibility of in­ 
fection and inaccuracy in measuring 
the q uantity infused are some of the 
prominent difficulties.

The big step in the development of 
the procedure for common use came 
with the introduction of the “indirect” 
methods. 
In these, blood from » me in­ 
dividual is received in a receptacle 
and then injected Into another indi­ 
vidual. The person giving the blood, 
it may be well to state here, is alway s 
railed “the donor” and the person re­ 
ceiving it “the recipient.” 
In these indirect methods a very Ira- 
portant consideration is the preven­ 
tion of coagulation of the blood be­ 
tween the time it Is drawn from the 
“donor" and the,time it is infused into 
“the recipient.”

With the foregoing facts in view’, 
the medical men who were with the 
American ex peditionary forces decid­ 
ed that Whatever method was adopted 
it would have to he one as simple as 
might be and which couid he taught 
and learned in a very short time, y et 
one as fault Jess as possible.

Tn order to see the machinery in op 
eratlon, let us say that a man in a 
condition of shock is brought into nn 
evacuation hospital near the battle 
line, lie Is unconscious, cold, has a 
low blood pressure, and has suffered 
considerable blood loss before the flow 
hud been stopped at the advance post, 
lie is put in a special shock ward and 
on a special shock bed. The ward Is 
warm, q uiet, restful and well venti­ 
lated. As for the bed, that accentu­ 
ates th e * conditions. Over it is ex ­ 
tended u frame supporting the bed­ 
clothes in a manner that reminds one 
of a prairie schooner. 
An alcohol 
stove, placed upon the floor at the foot 
of the bed, delivers the heat into the 
“schooner” by means of a conducting 
pipe and a fenestra. The man lies un­ 
der the covers with only his face ex ­ 
posed. 
It is deemed best to perform 
a blood transfusion upon the patient. 
A few drops of his blood are procured, 
and, by means of known serums, the 
blood group to which he belongs is 
determined. A ghlnce at the list of 
donors and one is chosen who belongs 
to the same group. Blood is drawn 
from the donor into a receptacle con­ 
taining sterile sodium citrate in the 
right proportion and this blood is in­ 
jected Into the wounded man. 
To depart from the specific ex am­ 
ple, occasionally the blood was stored 
on ice for several day s and then used, 
perhaps at the firing line. Such cases 
were relatively few, however. 
More 
often. If donors for almost immediate 
use could not be procured or were not 
to b<* had In sufficient number, a con­ 
dition that arises during big attacks, 
certain fluid substitutes for blood were 
employ ed. 
As in the case of anti­ 
coagulants, there are many such fluids. 
Of course any blood substitute must be 
harmless to tissues and red cells aliUe. 
The old 
standard 
fluid 
substitute, 
which met these req uirements, was 
sterile normal salt solution, and, al­ 
though the immediate effect of Intra­ 
venous saline is eq uivalent sometimes 
to even blood transfusion, the benefit 
Is usually lost In a short time and an 
opposite, deleterious effect is produced. 
This result, it was found, couid be 
avoided and a relatively permanent ef­ 
fect secured by the use of a fluid of 
the same phy sical properties as blood.

Slovak Area Feeling For the Huns

LIBERTY BONDS TO PAY PRICE 


National Bureau of Education Suggests 
Community Buildings Dedicated to 
Civic and Social Uses as Constant 
Reminder of Sacrifices Made by Sol­ 
diers and Sailors— Many Communi­ 
ties Favor the Idea. 


Sold iers’ memorials in the form of 
community 
build ings, 
d ed icated 
to 
civic and social uses, and , wherev er 
p ossible, built with bond s of the fifth 
Liberty loan, are urged by the bureau 
of ed ucation, d ep artment of the inte­ 
rior. in a circular sent to ev ery school 
community in the United States. 
A number of communities hav e al­ 
read y conclud ed that a build ing, in 
constant use as a remind er of the 
s&criflee mad e by the sold iers and 
sailors of the great war, is more ap -^ 
p rop riate and end uring than the con­ 
ventional 
gruv e-y ard 
monument. 
“There is a growing conv iction,” say s 
Dr. Henry E. Jackson, author of the 
bureau’s circular, “that the conven­ 
tional stone shaft, p laced in a grav e­ 
y ard among the d ead , is not a fitting 
memorial to those who d ied for free­ 
d om. The suggestion, mad e both in 
France and America, that these me­ 
morials take the form of community 
build ings, d ed icated to civic and social 
uses, is obviously wise and ought to 
meet univ ersal ap p rov al. On the walls 
of such a build ing should hang a 
bronze tablet containing the names of 
each community ’s marty rs to liberty . 
The Roll of Honor.' 
“This ty p e of memorial will guar­ 
antee that no boy who gav e his life 
for justice and freed om will be forgot­ 
ten. The number of American lives 
lost in this war is very small in com­ 
p arison to those lost In the Civil war. 
If a community lost only three or four, 
it might not think it worth while to 
build a monument. 
But a community 
build ing is need ed entirely ap art from 
its inemorlnl p urp ose. The chief ad ­ 
v antage of this ty p e of memorial, how­ 
ever. Is not that it Is economical, but 
that it keep s green an insp iring mem­ 
ory , and it seeks to p ut into op emtion, 
through its civic and social activ ities, 
the id eals for which our boy s fought 
In France. 
“Fund s for this p urp ose could be 
raised more easily if they were raised 
iu the form « If Liberty bond s d uring 
the fifth loan, which is to come in the 
sp ring. 
The bond s can be used as 
money when the time conies to build . 
Thus a community can serv e itself, 
while, at the same time, it is rend ering 
a national serv ice. 
By this method 
more money for the gov ernment could 
he raised than by any oth« » r. 
Not only 
would many ind iv id uals glad ly contrib- 
ute an ex tra bond or two for the bene­ 
fit of their local community , hut many 
who are unable to d o this could p ool 
their small gifts and contribute to a 
bond . 
Likewise, entertainments and 
social activ ities can be utilized to raise 
money for the same p urp ose. Op p or­ 
tunity should he given for as m any ns 
p ossible to hav e a p art in the <» nter- 
p rise. 
For men to contribute outright 
a few' Liberty bond s to a local com­ 
munity cause will help to d isp el the 
d elusion that a man is d oing any thing 
esp ecially generous when he p uts his 
money into an inv estment which « » ffers 
the best security in the world and a 
fair rate of interest. To coup le the 
fifth loan with free gifts and sold iers* 
memorials will make it in a real sense 
a Victory loan. It will be much more 
than this. It will be a reconstruction 
loan.

value. This will more than double 
the money available for good roads 
next year. There will be not only 
the money to be derived from 
the 


two percent limit ofAthe county unit 
law, but also i double 
the amount 


available under the three-mile road 
law. 


If the S-mile'-road law is not re,- 


pealed, which many believe is' the 
case, the increased valuation will 
open up great possibilities for the 
townships, ^practically all of which 
are up to their bonded indebtedness 
on roads. 
Up'until 191'5, road peti- 


tions were considered by the 
com- 


missioners in the order of their flU. 
ing, with the result that most town- 
ships always1 had on flic petitions: 
for roads which'could not lie built 
for years. Kut four years iftgo the 
legislature amended the law ifeo- that; 
.petitions may not be filed untihthere 
is money available in the township 
road fund. 'Some townships have not 
finished the roads which were peti- 
tioned for before the amendment of 
1915.

Even though the three-mile road 


law should 'be repealed by the coun- 
ty unit law, the status of any of 
the roa'ds already ordered' under the 
old township- law would not jbe af- 
fecte'd, in the opinion of attorneys.

CANNED BLOOD" 


One of the Remarkable Develop- 


ments of Great War. 


IS TRIUMPH GF SURGERY 


•Knowledge Gained by Experience in 


Other Wars the Basis of Its Use- 
Work of Medical Men After Battles 
Shows Wonderful Advance Made in 
Science—American Army Surgeons 
Keep Up With Pace. 


The war department authorizes the 


following statement from the office c£ 


is a peculiar phenomenon, tbc exact 
nature of which has been a mystery. 
Since the beginning of the war, how- 
ever, there has been a concentration 
of effort to solve this mystery, and 
now, although the true physiological 
mechanism in the production of shock 
is not entirely solved, the scientific 
workers of the allied countries and 
the- United States have gone far in 
their efforts toward a better under- 
standing of it. • 


Shock and Hemorrhage. 


Shock is characterized principally 


by loss of hody heat, prostration and 
unconsciousness, a lowered blood pres- 
sure und an. alteration in the circula- 
tion—a stagnation of blood somewhere 
in the body, most probably in the capil- 
laries. As a matter of fact, for somo 
time medical men have spoken of 
shock as a condition in which an' in- 
dividual bleeds into his own blood 
vessels; and, in the sense that there is 
a loss of blood from the circulation, an 
analogy does exist between shock ami 


i hemorrhage. It has been shown that 
the surgeon general: 


One of the remarkable developments I there are certain predisposing factors 


of war surgery was the use made in i in the production of /shock, namely, 
the American expeditionary force of fatigue, hunger, exposure and exeitir- 


ment. Little need be said about the 
cause of hemorrhage, because' every 
one knows that when wounds are in- 
flicted, bleeding occurs. 


Concerning treatment, it is of In- 


terest to know that the transfusion 
of blood is by no means a modern Idea, 


'canned blood." 
The lives of many 


wounded soldiers were saved thiough 
transfusion of blood. "Canned blood" 
is a colloquialism, for in reality stern? 
flasks were used to contain tested 
bloods which were prepared for use in 
an emergency. 


A few years ago treatment by this 


method would have seemed'incredible. 
Due-to the advancement of war sur- 
gery, however, many things became 
possible, and American army surgeons 
kept the pace. The unadorned story 
of the development and technique of 
'blood .transfusion in the American ex- 
peditionary force comes from a medi- 
calr corps officer of the surgeon gener- 
al's office, who, for more than.a year,' 
was with the American expeditionary 
force. 
• Knowledge gained by experience in 
other'wars has shown that of the 
many causes of death among wound- 
ed soldiers there are two'which have 
stood out prominently-as heavy fac- 
tors: §bj£b_and hemorrhage. Shock. 


for it was resorted to as early as the 
fifteenth century.! At that time, how- 
ever, and until> very recently, It was a 
procedure attended with the probabil- 
ity of grave results. Hence it really 
is perfection of the technique that has 
made the procedure available for -sure 
and easy use in the army and else- 
where.

.: For the use of the army medial 
science offered several different meth- 
ods of performing a blood transfusion, 
By the old method, called the "direct," 
the bipod vessels of two individuate 
are connected by sutures and the blood 
is allowed to flow from one individual 
to another.

method; however, baa many ^obvious 
disadvantages. The element of time, 
the necessity for great skill on the part 
of the operators, the possibility of in- 
fection and inaccuracy in measuring 
tUe quantity infused are some of the 
prominent difficulties. As a matter of 
fact, in civil practice, wherein a great 
deal of blood transfusion work is 
done, those methods are practically 
obsolete. 
i 


Indirect Methods. 
i 


The big step in the development of i 


the procedure for common use came ' 
with the introduction of the "indirect" | 
methods. In these, blood from one in- | 
dividual- is received in a receptacle : 


und then injected Into another, indi- 
vidual. The person giving the blood, 
it may be well to state here, is always 
called "the donor" and the person re- 
ceiving it "the recipient." 


In these indirect methods a very im- 


portant consideration is the preven- 
tion of coagulation of the blood be- 
tween the time it Is drawn from the 
"donor" and the.time It Is infused into 
"the recipient." 


In civil medical'practice some men 


use what is callod the "syringe meth- 
od," 
in which the blood is removed 


and 
injected 
by means of glass 


syringes. 
This procedure requires 


three persons in order to carry on one 
transfusion and depends upon the 
quickness with which they work to 
avoid the possibility of coagulation 
of the blood. If pieces of coagulated 
blood should happen to he injected into 
any individual, some small vessel in 
the 
hody probably would become 


plugged, the flam:^e resulting there- 
from deiioniiiiiK upon .the location of 
the obstructed artery. Another meth- 
od eliminates the possibility of coagu- 
lation by receiving the blood of "the 
donor" In a solution of some substance 
known to prevent coagulation. 


With the foregoing facts in view, 


tile medical men who were with the 
American expeditionary forces decid- 
ed th'at whatever method was 'adopted 
it would have to be one as simple as 
might .be and which could he -taught 
and learned in a very short time, yet 
one as faultless as possible. The in- 
direct method, using sodium citrate to 
prevent coagulation, was decided upon. 
Also a type of apparatus" was devised 
to serve as u model for the standard 
mitfit. This apparatus was made of 
gla.ss bottles, glass tubing, rubber stop- 
pers and rubber tubing. Very little 
skilled work was required in prepar- 
ing n large number of the sets. At 
the central medical laboratory the out- 
fits were prepared and put up in car- 
rying cases. Every officer who took 
the course of instruction there was 
sent out with a set ready for use. In 
blood transfusion, besides the danger 
of coagulation, there are other equal- 
ly important conditions that may bo 
harmful and must be taken Into con- 
sideration. Of these, two are of prin- 
cipal importance. 


First, there Is the danger of the i 


transmission of disease through" th&.| 
medium of the transfused blood. An ! 
Individual who is suffering from such ; 
a disease, of which malaria and syphi- ' 
Ijs are examples, must never be used 
as a donor. 


Second, there la the possible biologir 


cal Incompatibility between two bloods. 


Hew Jt la Done. 


In order to see the machinery In op- 


eration, let us say that a man in a 
condition of shock, is brought into an 
evacuation hospital near the battle 
line. He Is unconscious, cold, bas n 
low blood pressure, and has suffered 
considerable blood loss before the flow 
had been stopped at the advance post. 
lie is put In a special shock ward and 
on a special shock bed. The ward Is 
warm, quiet, restful and well venti- 
lated. As for the bed, that accentu- 
ates these conditions. Over it is ex- 
tended a frame supix>rting the bed- 
clothes in a manner that reminds one 
of a prairie schooner. 
An alcohol 


stove, placed upon the floor at the foot 
of the bed, delivers the heat into the 
"schooner" by means of a conducting 
pipe and a fenestA. The man lies un- 
der the covers, with only his face ex- 
posed. It is deemed best to perform 
a blood transfusion upon the patient. 
A few drops of his blood are procured, 
and, by means of known serums, the 
blood group to whleh he belongs is 
determined. A gtBnce at the list of 
donors and one is chosen who belongs 
to the same group. Blood is drawn 
from the donor into a receptacle con- 
taining sterile sodium citrate In the 
right proportion and this blood is In- 
jected into the wounded man. 


To depart from the specific exam- 


ple, occasionally the blood was stored 
on ice for several days and then used, 
perhaps at the firing line. Such cases 
were relatively few, however. More 
often, if donors for almost immediate 
use could not be procured or were not 
to b» had in sufficient number, a con- 
dition that arises during big attacks, 
certain fluid substitutes for blood were 
employed. 
As in the case of anti- 


coagulants, there are many such fluids. 
Of course any blood substitute must be 
harmless to tissues and red cells alike. 
The old standard fluid substitute, 
which met these .requirements, was 
sterile normal salt solution, and, al- 
though the immediate effect of intra- 
venous saline is equivalent sometimes 
to even blood transfusion, the benefit 
is usually lost in a short time and an 
opposite, deleterious effect is produced. 
This result, it was found, could be 
avoided and a relatively permanent ef- 
fect 'secured by the use of a fluid of 
the same physical properties as blood:

Gas Range has much the same gen- 
eral external appearance as other 
standard gas stoves, except for the 
bylindrictil hood over one of the rear 
burners, the pulley weight that oper- 
ates this hood and the special safety 
devices that fasten the oven door 
and turn off the oven heat and close 
the damper, thus sealing the oven 
and converting it into 
a fireless 


cooker.- The .fastener on the oven 
door is so constructed that pressure 
from within would cause it to open 


a precaution against the remote 


possibility of accident. 


The body and frame of the range 


is constructed of cast iron and sheet 
steel, with a heavy baked black' 
enamel covering. 
There are four 


top burners, a simmerer, an oven and 
a -broiler. 
The oven is heavily in- 


sulated and provided with a damper, 
which must 'be wide open while the 
flanie is on and tightly closed after- 
ward, so that the heat'will be sealeo. 


i burning and the damper 
closed, 


which precludes the possibility of 
danger. 


A steel insulated hood, 10J inches 


wide and 9* inches high, fits over the 
back burner and sets down so close- 


burner consumed the gas at the rate 
of fifteen cubic feet an hour. 


The oven heats up quickly and the 


gas consumption is only at the rate 
of twenty-four cubic feet an hour, 
a saving of from fifty to 100 per 
cent, as compared with the majority 
of gas ovens.

National Bureau of Education SuogecU 


Community Building* Dedicated to 
Civic and Social Uses a* Constant 
Reminder of Sacrifice, Made by Sol- 
diers and Sailor*—Many Communi- 
ties Favor the Idea.' 


Soldiers' memorials In the form of 


community buildings, dedicated to 
civic and social uses, and, wherever 
possible, built with bonds of the fifth 
Liberty loan, are urged by the bureau 
of education, department of the inte- 
rior, in a circular sent to every school 
community in the United States. 


A number of communities have al- 


ready concluded that a building, in 
constant use as a reminder of the 
sacrifice made by the soldiers and 
sailors of-'the great war, is more ap- 
propriate and enduring than the con- 
ventional 
grave-yard 
monument. 


"There is a growing conviction," says 
Dr. Henry E. Jackson, author of the 
bureau's circular, "that the conven- 
tional stone shaft, placed in a grave- 
yard among the dead, is not a fitting 
memorial to those who died for free- 
dom. 
The suggestion, made both in 


France and America, that these me- 
morials take the form of community 
buildings, dedicated to civic and social 
uses, is obviously wise and ought to 
meet universal approval. On the walls 
of such a building should hang a 
bronze tablet containing the names of 
each community's martyrs to liberty. 


The Roll of Honor.' 


"This type of memorial will guar- 


antee that no boy who gave his life 
for justice and freedom will be forgot- 
ten. The number of American lives 
lost in this war is very small in com- 
parison to those lost In the Civil war. 
If a community lost only three or four, 
It might riot think it worth while to 
build a monument. But a community 
building is needed entirely apart from 
its memorial purpose. The chief ad- 
vantage of this type of memorial, how- 
ever, Is not that It is economical, but 
that it keeps green an inspiring mem- 
ory, and it seeks to put into operation, 
through its civic and social activities, 
the Ideals for which our boys fought 
In France. 
^ 


"Funds for this purpose could he 


raised more easily if they were raised 
111 the form it Liberty bonds during 
the fifth loan, which is to come in the 
spring; 
The bonds can be used as 


money when the tune comes to build. 
Thus a community can serve itself, 
while, at the same time, it is rendering 
a national service. 
By this method 


more money for the government could 
be raised than by any other. Not only 
would many individuals gladly contrib- 
ute an extra bond ,or two for the bene- 
fit' of their local .community, but many 
who are unable to do this could pool 
their small gifts and contribute to a 
bend. 
Likewise, entertainments nud 


social activities can be utilized to raise 
money for the same purpose. Oppor- 
tunity should be given for as manyns 
possible to have a part in the enter- 
prise. For men to contribute outright 
a few Liberty bonds to a local com- 
munity cause will help to dispel the 
delusion that a man is doing anything 
especially generous- when he puts his 
money into an investment which offers 
the best security in the world and a 
fair rate of interest To couple the 
fifth loan with free gifts and soldiers' 
memorials will make it In a real sense 
a Victory loan. It will be much more 
than this. It will be a reconstruction 
loan.

martial law last night as the result 
of the extension of rioting by Egypt- 
ian na'tionaists beginning as a pro- 
test againsJt deportation of four of 
their leaders.

More 
than 400 arrests have been made so 
far.
